Installed ‘as Director and Assistant Director, 
respectivoly, of the naw Inatitutfon, with a corps of 
from thirty to forty Frosch englacers, ship- 
wrights, and artisany, many wera the ex- 
pectations, at tha time, that this woold 
be but the forerunner of Chioa's greatness:

Though of amall size St. Thomas was{ormerly 
one of tha most important of the Antliles asa 
genetal port for trade between the West Indies 
and Europe, [t was orginally # resort for the 
buccaneers, and afterward fell {nto the hands of 
a privata company, when it became a centre of 
contraband trade with the Spanish colonics and 
a great market for slaves from Africa. It came 
into the possession of Denmark through the 
Electer of Brandenburg, who was a director of 
the company, and he: belog succeeded ty the 
King of Deamask, the sovereignty of th 
ultimately lapsed to that power, i 

Daurlog the Napoleonic ware [t was neutral 
and was the centre of « large trade from all sides, 
and having been made a free port it held this 
bualness cven after the abolition of the slave 
trade and the separation of her colonies from 
Spain. Its situation at the apex of the great 
bend of the West Indies fits It especially for x 
distributing point for’ European trade and the 
‘West India mails, Me ‘ 

It has an excellent harbour on the south afde, 
easy. of access and well sheltered from the trade 
winds, but snbject occaslonally to humicanes, 
the one in 2819 wrecklog nearly cverytbing In 
the harbour, The Inner harbour has a large 
basin between rixteen and thirty-two {set deep 
smn part of ft over thirty-two fect—but It !s too 
shallow between Sigaal Station end Bellevac 
Battery for the entrance of large wessels, It 
can, however, be easily deepened, Wththe in. 
trodection of steam St, Thomas lost = good 
deal of Its trade, bot it lv still ono of the most 
Important ports In the West Indles. N 

The port, which fs known as Charlotte Amalia 
In official elvcles, Is still much frequented. It 
hae a population of some 12.000, who speak 
every larguage—Spantsh,: Dutch, French, 
Danish and Engltsh, The bills about the town 
are quite high—from 00 to 2,500 feet—and 
command every point. around the island. The 
entrance to the port Is well protected by {drtlficae 
tlons, It can bo msde second to nothing In the 
West Indies, except perhaps St. Lucis, asa 
stronghold, 

Some -years ago the Danish Government 
offered the Island to the United States for 
$5,000,000, The inhabliants were eager for tha 
sale and President Grant recommended that the 
purchase be made, Tha negotiations went s0 
far that{n the certainty of thelr consummation 
tho publishers of school geographies, fn getting 
ont now editions, marked It as belonging to the 
‘United’ States, For some reason, however, 
Congress never acted favourably on the proposl-
